While Murphy objected to the Chaplain of the Registry of Motor im 


charge that his committee refused 
to meet with the five FinComs to 
further examine the vocational 
budget. he noted ‘‘we are concern- 
ed with the spiralling tax rates in 
the towns, we are cognizant and 
sensitive to the economic situation 
and to the role of the finance com- 
mittees in controlling spending, we 
have already slashed our budget in 
several areas.'’ He revealed that 
on two occasions during budget 
deliverations the School Com- 
mittee met with the FinComs from 
the five towns in the school dis- 
trict. 

The total requested operating 
budget for fiscal 1976-77, to be rais- 
ed and appropriated by the five 
towns is $3,018,936. These funds 
will be matched by state and 
federal reimbursements available 
under various acts governing 
vocational, education, for a total 
operating expenditure of $6,206,- 
220. 


Wilmington must raise and ap- 
propriate $531,796 at the upcoming 
March town meeting as opposed to 
$590,417 last year. This reflects a 
decrease for Wilmington tax- 
payers and o ther decreases are 
evidenced in Burlington, Bedford 
and a slight drop in Billerica. 

“The cost of preparing a student 
for entry into the labor market is 
high compared to a traditional 
high school.""

izing that per pupil costs 
are higher because the equipment 
necessary for training must be 
similar to that used in the trades 
and it is expensive.
